Company the right to lay down and 
operate a track on San Fernando street 
from the present terminus of theirroad 
to a point opposite 
the middle switch 


of the Southern 
Pacific 
track a short 


distance South of the new depot build- 
ing. 
We regard this as a wise act on 


the part of the Mayor. 
The Herald 


has 
opposed 
this ordinance 
for two 


reasons, 
either one of which we regard 


as sufficient cause for its defeat. First, 
it granted 
the railway company 
per- 


mission in a great measure 
to so block 


up tbe public thoroughfare 
as to de- 


stroy its usefulness to the people living 
in the Eastern part of the city and its 
suburbs, 
a right which in our opinion 


should be granted 
to no private cor- 


poration without thefull consent ofall 
people concerned. 
Second, because we 


believe that the street 
railroad 
com- 


pany would better subserve the inter- 
ests of the public bykeeping their road 


on the North side 
of 
the railroad 


track. 
We have before 
shown 
that 


Han Fernando street Is a thoroughfare 
through which hundreds 
of families 


reach and leave the city, and as it is 
already to a great 
extent occupied by 


tracks of the Southern Pacific road, It 
seems 
unjust to throw additional 
ob- 


structions 
into it. 
The 
street 
rail- 


way company asked 
to cross the rail- 


road track, a thing which should never 
be dove by v street railway when it 
can 
possibly 
be avoided, 
because 
it 


endangers 
the lives of those 
In the 


horse-cars, 
and often causes 
delay of 


those 
cars 
through 
the occupation 


of the track by freight trains. 
If the 


Spring 
Street 
Railway 
Company 


should succeed 
in securing tho privi- 


lege they ask, they would, aside from 
having to cross 
the track, land their 


passengers 
on the opposite side of sev- 


eral 
tracks 
from 
the depot, 
and, as 


would frequently 
happen, 
passengers 


would be compelled to work their way 
through or around freight trains occu- 
pying these trucks, 
an inconvenience 


which would never 
be encountered if 


the 
street 
railway remained 
on the 


North side of the railroad?the 
side on 


which the depot is located. 
For these 


reasons 
we thiuk the Mayor's veto of 


the ordinance both just and proper.

commenced

He very 


soon made headway; saved his money,

banking business in Grass Valley.

1857, Tom was nominated 
for State 


Treasurer 
and elected, 
and took his 


position in January, 
1858. 
The 
State 


Treasury was 
then in a sorry plight; 


Dr. Bates, 
the Kuow-Nothing Treas- 


urer, had drained it of every cent; 
the 


hooks 
were iiiconfusion; 
the Interest 


on the State debt had 
not been 
paid 


for two years; 
it was 
sent forward, or 


was supposed 
to be, but never reached 


the 
bondholders. 
ToM took off his 


coat and put things to rights, and un- 
der the operation of the act to create a 
Board of Examiners, 
and for the bet- 


ter protection 
of the State Treasury, 


which wm devised 
by Brent, Dow- 


ney ami Wilson 
in the Legislature, 


things were soon 
put upon a proper 


basis. 
In 1859 Tom was reelected, 
and 


he had the satisfaction 
of seeing the 


Uidcbtcdncoe 
of the State at par, aud 


the semi-annual 
interest 
promptly 


paid. 
He had much to do in settling 


.the 
affairs 
of the 
penitentiary, 
a 


chronic 
eye-sore 
under Estell 
aud 


McCauly, 
and 
retired 
amid 
the 


plaudits 
of the 
whole 
State. 
Why 


cannot this man now satisfy all par- 
ties? 
Surely, if they 
desire reform 


and 
good government, 
they should 


jump at the opportunity of taking an 
honest 
and 
tried public servant. 
If 


Tom were the candidate of the Inde- 
pendents, 
or even the Republicans, 
it 


would be hard for us to vote against 
him. 
We could not well do it.

a perfect climate, and 


enterprising 
citizens.

these enough? 


There 
are 
three 
general 
business 


houses in theplace,thoseof 
M. Frankel 


& Co., Messrs. Haitin & Wakeham, 
and W. H. Spurgeon. 
The last-named 


is now finishing a handsome 
new store 


building,with lodge room above. This 
building would be an ornament to any 
of our towns, and speaks well not only 
for Mr. Spurgeon 
but for Santa 
Ana 
itself. 
The store is sixty feet long by 


twenty-six 
wide, 
the stories 
being 


twelve aud thirteen feet high respec- 
tively. 
The lodge room above willbe 
neatly finished, and will have 
ante- 


rooms and all desirable 
conveniences. 
The whole building will be hard fin- 
ished 
inside 
as well as out, and the 


total cost will be about 
$3,500.

crops. It is ou this land that the large 
farms of Mr. Palmer and the Messrs. 
McFadden are situated. 
Each of these 


ranches contains about seven hundred 
acres, and is principally seeded 
with 


corn. 
Mr. Palmer 
has this season set 


out large numbers of eucalyptus 
trees, 


and expects 
to reap a large profit in 


the near future, 
as he undoubtedly

It is estimated 
that on the swamp
